wh4oh of course would be absurd, 
the Town could reduce its tax 
arete by SI2. 

CHANGE IN CHARTER 
In considering the above facts 
one can come only to the conclu¬ 
sion that There is a dire need for 
a change in the Town’s Charter 
and present form v*f government 
and that we should consider a 
strong management of Town af¬ 
fairs with the elimination of the 
Town meeting which has become 
unwielding and outmoded, only 
then can the responsibility of tax 
increases or reductions be fixed 
on a limited number of individu¬ 
als. 

At the last annual Town Meet¬ 
ing Selectman Connelly sponsor¬ 
ed an article which resulted in | 
the appointment of a committee 
of competent citizens to study the 
need of charter change and to re¬ 
port back at the next annual 
Town meeting. This is a big step 
in the right direction. 

LIQUOR LICENSES 
It is interesting to note that | 
the Nardi sample poll question¬ 
naire did not deem it important 
enough to ask questions regard¬ 
ing the issuance of liquor licenses 
when one realizes that after the 
1970 Census the Selectmen will be I 
called upon to issue an estimated 
lour additional all alcoholic and 
one package store license. 

It is a recognizable fact that 
that there rs considerable activity 
on behalf of Nardi's campaign 
by a numl>er of present holders 
of seasonal licenses who aspire 
for full licenses for their estab¬ 
lishments. Among them one has 
already publicly endorsed Nardi 
after having himself lost his fight 
in the Democratic Caucus. 

KNBB REALTY CORP. 

Most recently the public has 
been aware of the existence and 
questionable activities of the 
KNBB Realty Corp.. which lists 
Nardi as its vice-president along 
with Robert A. Kelley as presi¬ 
dent and Benjamin S. Bassani of 
Agawam as clerk who by the way 
is known to have had active in¬ 
terest in at least two liquor li- i 
censes in Town. 

On March 3, 1967, Mr. Kelley 
and Mr. Bassani, partners of 
Nardi in the corporation did pur¬ 
chase the property of the West 
Springfield Fish and Game Club 
in Feeding Hills for $36,000. a 
sum recorded in the Registry qf 
Deeds. A few short months later 
it was resold for the sum of $60,- 
000. and the purchaser at that 
time did apply for and receive 
a liquor license on a motion made 1 
by Selectman Nardi. 

GASOLINE STATION PERMIT 
On December 23, 1967 just a 
few days prior to the expiration 
of Nardi’s term of office his part-, 
ner in KNBB Realty, Robert Kel- : 
ley applied to the Selectmen for ' 
a Gasoline Permit on the corner' 
of Suffield and Silver Sts., only 
for the fact that the law requires 
due legal notice in the newspa¬ 
pers did the issue come to the 
attention of the public, which re¬ 
sulted in a public hearing and the 
ultimate defeat of the proposal 
with Selectmen Connelly and 
Chares! voting against. Benjamin 
Bassani of the KNBB with the 
exception of the attorney for Kel¬ 
ly, was the only one who spoke 
in favor. 

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 
It is also interesting to note 
that in the recent Democratic 
Caucus nearly 60’ 1 of those vot¬ 
ing cast their vote against Nardi. 
indicating that he had not been 
successful in convincing the mem¬ 
ber- of his own party that his tax 
claims are true. In the 1963 cau¬ 
cus against then Selectman Wal¬ 
ter Kerr, Nardi garnered 1212 
votes in the recent caucus, he re¬ 
ceived 1381 votes which is fur¬ 
ther indication that his stature 
has not increased to any appre¬ 
ciable degree, yet he continues to 
campaign under the guise of tax' 
reduction in spite of his question¬ 
able practices in other areas of 
government. 

It is unfortunate that most of 
the voter? are unaware of how 
Town government operates and 
how little the Selectmen play ini 
the role in so far as taxes arc* j 
concerned and that the Selectmen 
are not in a position to increase 
or reduce taxes.

marked private plots. 

Information and assistance on 
filing for these Army-administer¬ 
ed benefits will be furnished by 
any VA office. 

Claims for the burial allowance 
may be filed with the VA within 
two years after the veteran’s bu¬ 
rial or cremation. 

The claim may be filed by the 
undertaker, if he has not been 
paid, or by the party who paid 
the undertaker, the VA explained. 


Up to $250 for the burial ex¬ 
penses of an eligible deceased 
veteran will be paid by the Vet¬ 
erans Administration without re¬ 
gard to whether the internment 
is in a national cemetery or a 
private burial place. 

The VA said today that the 
allowance is payable in the case 
of wartime veterans, including 
those who have served after Aug. 
4, 1964, but he added that peace¬ 
time as well as wartime veterans 
are eligible for burial in any na¬ 
tional cemetery that has avail¬ 
able space. The only requirement 
is that their last period of active 
duty must have ended with an 
honorable discharge. 

Administered by the Depart¬ 
ment of the Army, the benefits 
include grave site and actual in¬ 
terment
